1. Enclosed, as I promised you, is our Issues Ix 
Paper regarding sansitive collection operations. 


2. You have previously receiv rou dustice 2 
revision of the Issues Paper concerning standards 
for Counterintelligenece activities. It is our 
position the issues relating to standards for 
these activities and for sensitive collection 
operations must be consicered at the same time by 
the SCC, and not be treated at two separate 
meetings. That approach could result in marked 
inconsistency in the two stendards and was rejected 
for that very reason by the SCC last November. 
Consequently, both standards should be on the 
agenda for the 16 May meeting or neither should .

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B. Issues 


1. There appears to be no dispute as to the following 
general principles: 


(i) The DCI should be vested with some level of 
discretion as to which operations should be reported. 


(ii) Required reports should be furnished by the, 
DCI to the SCC chairman. 


(iii) Entity heads must make the initial deter- 
mination as to sensitivity and be responsible for 
selecting certain operations for reporting to the DCT. . 


(iv) Operations commenced without a report to the 
SCC Chairman should be reported if they become sensitive 
before terminating; 


(v) There should be some provision allowing DCI 
reporting by categories of operations, provided further 
information is obtainable as to any operations or 
category. , 


(vi) There should be some form of SCC annual 
review.
